The  Court  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  presenting  its  Fifth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1943. 

Chairman  and  Deputy- Chairman. — The  annual  custom  of  alternating  the  Chairmanship  and  the 
Deputy  Chairmanship  was  again  observed.  Sir  Ronald  W.  Matthews  was  unanimously  elected  Chair¬ 
man  and  Mr.  Fred  M.  Osborn,  Deputy  Chairman. 

Treasurer. — Mr.  Stuart  C.  Goodwin  was  re-elected  Treasurer. 

Obituary. — The  Court  mourns  the  loss  by  death  of  two  Vice-Presidents — His  Grace  the  Duke  of 
Portland  and  the  Right  Honourable  Earl  Fitzwilliam.  Each  in  his  own  way  rendered  the  institution 
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service  and  gave  it  support  over  a  long  period  of  years.  The  death  is  also  recorded  of  Mr.  Walter  Arthur, 
a  representative  of  the  Association  of  Hospital  Contributors  on  the  Court  and  a  hospital  enthusiast. 
He  was  actively  interested  both  before  and  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Contributory  Scheme,  and 
his  loss  is  keenly  felt. 

Members  of  the  Court. — The  resignation  of  Mr.  W.  T.  Kitching,  on  his  departure  from  Sheffield, 
was  received  with  regret.  Dr.  Alexander  Forbes  also  resigned  owing  to  pressure  of  work.  A  welcome 
is  extended  to  the  new  members — Sir  Basil  Gibson,  J.P.,  Dr.  C.  Sydney  Atkin,  Councillor  A.  Barber, 
J.P.,  and  Dr.  J.  Mackinnon,  D.S.O. 

Honorary  Medical  Staff. — The  following  retired  under  Bye-Daws  53  and  54 — Dr.  Rupert  Hallam 
and  Mr.  J.  B.  Ferguson  Wilson— and  have  accepted  the  invitation  of  the  Court  to  remain  in  office 
temporarily.  The  Court  records  with  pleasure  the  return  of  Dt.-Col.  F.  Gordon  Mackie  to  his  duties 
as  Honorary  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  New  elections  are  : — Miss  Fdith  Hatherley  as  Temporary  Honorary 
Assistant  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  ;  Mr.  A.  Dornan  as  Temporary  Honorary  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  and 
Dr.  G.  W.  Blomfield  as  Temporary  Honorary  Radio-Therapist. 

Honorary  Dental  Staff.— The  following  have  retired  under  Bye-Daw  59(g)  : — Mr.  W.  Skerritt  and 
Mr.  J.  H.  Skerritt,  and  the  Court  records  its  thanks  for  long  and  faithful  service.  New  elections  are 
Mr.  J.  Hull  and  Mr.  J.  Osborne  as  Temporary  Honorary  Dental  Surgeons,  and  Mr.  W.  Gardner  and 
Mr.  E.  F.  Bishop  as  Temporary  Honorary  Assistant  Dental  Surgeons. 

Administration.— The  resignation  in  August  of  Mr.  H.  Kingsley  Pearce,  General  Superintendent 
and  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  fact  that  Mr.  W.  H.  Booth,  Secretary  of  the  Court  of 
Management  and  Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Hospital,  was  due  to  retire,  was  considered  an  opportune 
moment  to  take  another  step  in  the  amalgamation  of  the  units.  A  committee  was  appointed  and  its 
recommendation  to  have  in  future  one  chief  executive  officer  to  be  known  as  the  General  Superin¬ 
tendent  with  an  Assistant  Superintendent  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  at  the  Royal  Hospital,  was 
accepted  by  the  Court.  Mr.  Percy  N.  Glass,  B.Sc.,  General  Superintendent  and  Secretary  of  the  Christie 
Hospital  and  Holt  Radium  Institute,  Manchester,  has  been  appointed  to  the  post,  and  will  enter  on 
his  duties  early  in  the  new  year. 

Fracture  Cases  and  Rehabilitation. — In  a  large  industrial  district  like  Sheffield,  progress  in  the 
treatment  of  injuries  is  an  important  part  of  the  work  of  the  voluntary  hospital,  and  another  step  forward 
has  been  taken  in  the  development  of  a  rehabilitation  centre.  With  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
Trustees,  the  George  Woofindin  Convalescent  Home  was  opened  on  5th  July,  1943,  as  an  in-patient 
Rehabilitation  Centre  for  the  patients  of  the  Royal  Sheffield  Infirmary  and  Hospital  and  associated 
hospitals  of  the  South  Yorkshire  district.  All  patients  who  have  passed  through  the  centre  have 
benefited  greatly  and  have  been  enthusiastic  in  their  expressions  of  appreciation  of  this  further  service 
towards  the  completion  of  their  recovery.  A  large  percentage  of  the  patients  have  been  miners. 
Representative  members  of  the  South  Yorkshire  District  Miners  Welfare  Committee  who  visited 
“Woofindin”  in  the  autumn  commented  favourably  on  what  they  saw  and  on  the  results  achieved. 

Sheffield  School  of  Nursing. — The  Combined  Committee  of  representatives  from  the  Royal  Sheffield 
Infirmary  and  Hospital,  The  Jessop  Hospital  for  Women,  and  the  Children’s  Hospital,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Court  and  Boards,  is  arranging  to  inaugurate  the  School  during  the  present  year.  It  will  start 
without  the  Preliminary  Training  School  because  of  the  impossibility,  during  war  time,  of  either  renting 
or  building  suitable  premises.  When  fully  working  there  will  be  about  360  student  nurses  circulating 
through  the  four  Sheffield  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

Rushcliffe  Report. — The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  presided  over  by 
Dord  Rushcliffe  recommended  agreed  scales  of  salaries  and  emoluments  for  State  Registered  nurses 
and  student  nurses.  These  recommendations  have  been  adopted  in  their  entirety  by  the  Court  of 
Management.  The  bringing  into  operation  of  the  reduction  in  working  hours  of  the  Nursing  Staff  to 
96  per  fortnight  must  be  delayed  until  such  time  as  the  additional  staff  can  be  recruited  and  housing 
accommodation  for  them  secured.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  a  large  house  and  grounds,  preferably 
on  the  Fulwood  ’bus  route. 

Dietary. — The  Court  appointed  a  Committee  of  experts  to  investigate  the  diets  and  the  food  supplied 
to  both  patients  and  staff.  The  recommendations  of  this  Committee  have  been  adopted.  One  of 
the  most  important  is  the  appointment  in  each  general  hospital  of  a  Food  Supervisor  who  will  be  a 
trained  Dietitian. 

Waiting  Lists. — The  lists  of  patients  waiting  admission  are  constantly  being  reviewed,  and  additional 
accommodation  sought  after.  Thanks  to  the  help  of  the  Hospital  Officer  of  the  Region,  twenty  beds 
have  been  placed  at  the  Court’s  disposal  at  the  Kilton  Hill  Infirmary,  Worksop. 

Future  of  Voluntary  Hospitals. — A  factual  survey  of  all  hospitals  has  been  made  during  the  year 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  A  White  Paper  on  the  subject  of  a  National  Health  Service  was 
issued  in  February,  1944,  and  is  being  carefully  studied  by  the  British  Hospitals  Association. 

Extensions  of  the  Hospital’s  Usefulness. — Consideration  is  being  given  to  proposals  for  expanding 
the  work  undertaken  by  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Royal  Hospital  by  the  formation  of  : — 

x.  A  South  Yorkshire  Accident  Service. 

2.  A  Chest  Clinic. 

3.  An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  and  the  establishment  of  a  Chair  of  Orthopaedic  Surgery. 

Thanks. — The  Court  of  Management  thanks  sincerely  all  who,  during  the  year,  have  contributed 
in  any  way  to  the  support  of  the  general  and  auxiliary  hospitals,  and  expresses  the  hope  that  the  ever 
open  doors  which  the  hospitals  maintain  and  their  immediate  readiness  to  cope  with  any  emergency 
will  continue  to  ensure  them  funds  in  generous  measure  without  the  anxiety  of  having  to  borrow  to 
meet  daily  needs.  This  opportunity  is  taken  to  record  the  Court’s  appreciation  of  all  the  loyal  and 
unselfish  services  rendered  by  the  staff,  medical,  nursing  and  administrative,  and  by  a  host  of  friends 
who  have  helped  the  Institution  during  times  of  great  difficulty  and  pressure.

The  Board  again  desire  to  express  to  all  members  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staffs,  their  sincere  thanks  for  the  skilful  attention 
they  have  devoted  to  the  patients  under  their  care  in  the  Wards  and 
Out-Patient  departments  of  the  Infirmary  and  at  the  Annexes. 
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In  November,  1943,  Mr.  H.  Kingsley  Pearce,  General  Superin¬ 
tendent  and  Secretary,  tendered  his  resignation  on  his  appointment 
to  the  post  of  Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Masonic  Hospital,  London. 
The  Court  of  Management  have  appointed  Mr.  P.  N.  Glass  as  General 
Superintendent  of  the  Royal  Sheffield  Infirmary  and  Hospital. 


Firbeck  Hall  and  the  Devonshire  Royal  Hospital,  Buxton,  have 
continued  to  be  used  as  Auxiliary  Hospitals,  as  well  as  the  facilities 
at  Wharncliffe  Emergency  Hospital  for  fracture  cases.  In  October, 
I943>  pressure  on  Infirmary  beds  was  further  relieved  by  arrangements 
being  made  for  the  use  of  a  number  of  beds  at  Kilton  Hill  Hospital, 
Worksop,  for  Royal  Infirmary  patients.  The  Board  are  grateful  to 
those  who  have  made  the  use  of  these  Auxiliary  Hospitals  possible. 

Further  accommodation  has  been  made  available  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary  by  the  re-opening  of  certain  wards,  previously  closed  on 
the  instruction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Arrangements  for  rehabilitation  have  been  extended  throughout 
the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  guidance  and  recommendations 
received  from  the  Government  from  time  to  time. 

The  Board  appreciate  the  action  of  the  Trustees  of  the  George 
Woof  indin  Convalescent  Home  in  allowing  the  home  to  be  used  as 
a  Resident  Rehabilitation  Centre. 


The  audited  Accounts  for  the  year  are  shown  on  pages  10  and  u. 
The  total  Ordinary  Income  for  the  year  amounted  to  £179,532,  this 
figure  being  a  new  high  level  in  the  history  of  the  Infirmary.  ’  The 
increase  in  Income  over  last  year,  viz.,  £38,125,  is  due  to  the  payment 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  respect 
of  beds  reserved  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Scheme. 

The  sum  of  £ 60,500  has  been  added  to  the  suspense  account  available 
to  deal  \\  ith  arrears  of  maintenance,  and  to  act  as  a  reserve  for  any 
loss  of  income  there  may  be  in  future  years. 

The  Board  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  to  all  donors  and  benefactors  their  sincere  thanks  and 
appreciation  for  the  continued  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Royal 
Infirmary.

Convalescence  afforded  by  the  Talbot  Cuff  Convalescent  Fund.  From  1928  to  1943 
the  handsome  sum  of  ^32,300  has  been  received  and  expended  by 
the  institution  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  convalescence  and 
after-care  for  their  patients.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Talbot  also  bequeathed  to 
the  Royal  Infirmary  (subject  to  certain  specific  legacies  and  annuities) 
the  whole  of  their  residuary  estate,  in  addition  to  this  Fund.  The 
income  from  these  Funds  which  will  amount  to  a  very  considerable 
sum  eventually  will  operate  for  the  benefit  of  convalescence  and 
after-care  for  Royal  Infirmary  patients. 

At  a  time  when  rehabilitation,  in  which  convalescence  plays  so 
important  a  part,  looms  so  largely  in  the  public  eye,'  the  Board  feel 
that  they  will  be  greatly  assisted  in  this  important  branch  of  hospital 
service  by  the  income  they  will  receive  from  these  Talbot  Trusts, 
and  they  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Trustees  concerned  for 
their  kind  services. 

Hospital  From  the  collections  on  Hospital  Sunday  1943,  the  Royal  Infirmary 

Funday  was  allocated  the  sum  of  ^1,248.  To  the  Hospital  Sunday  Committee, 
the  Clergy  and  Ministers  and  to  all  who  assisted  in  any  way  towards 
this  enhanced  collection,  the  Board  tender  their  gratitude.

Rose  Day  Committee,  the  Nursing  Staff  and  all  who  supported  the 
collections  on  Alexandra  Rose  Day  1943.  The  Royal  Infirmary 
received  the  sum  of  £912  ns.  2d. 
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Sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  members  of  the  Ladies’  Working 
Association  for  their  continued  assistance  during  1943.  1,281  articles 

to  the  value  of  ^178  have  been  provided. 

The  service  provided  by  the  Canteen  has  been  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  the  Board  are  grateful  to  the  Voluntary  helpers 
who  have  continued  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  staffing  the  Canteen. 

In  February  1943  an  Anonymous  Donation  of  /i,ooo  was  received 
for  the  endowment  of  a  bed  in  Memory  of  the  late  Nurse  E.  F.  Pritchett, 
who  trained  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  in  1927-1930,  and  who  died  in 
New  Zealand  in  May  1941.  A  tablet  recording  this  generous  gift 
has  been  placed  over  a  bed  in  Ward  No.  10.  Sincere  gratitude  is 
extended  to  the  Anonymous  Benefactor. 

In  an  abridged  Report  it  is  impossible  to  refer  individually  to  the 
many  people  who,  by  arranging  collections,  sending  subscriptions, 
gifts  in  money  or  in  kind,  or  by  personal  service,  have  furthered  the 
work  of  the  Royal  Infirmary.  To  all  who  have  assisted  in  any  way, 
the  Board  express  their  warmest  thanks.  Bearing  in  mind  the  diffi¬ 
culties  of  the  times,  the  Board  are  gratified  to  know  that  this  Infirmary 
has  such  a  large  body  of  loyal  well-wishers  who  continue  to  give  such 
magnificent  support.
